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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 4/24/08 
has been entered. 

Priority 

2. Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 9(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 14-28 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior 
arts fails to teach a method of driving electro-optical device, the method comprising: 
setting of the potential of the controlling terminal to the first voltage level 
including electrically connecting one of a source and a drain to the controlling 
terminal during a first period; setting the potential of the controlling terminal to a 
second voltage level by a capacitive coupling, occurring at a capacitive element 
connected to the controlling terminal, the setting of the potential of the 
controlling terminal to the second voltage level including applying a data voltage 
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to the capacitive element through one data line of the data lines and a switching 
transistor; and supplying a driving current or driving voltage to the electro-optical 
element during a second period, the source and the drain being electrically 
disconnected from the controlling terminal of the driving transistor during at least 
part of the second period, the driving current or the driving voltage having a level 
corresponding to a conduction state of the driving transistor during a second 
period, the electro-optical element being electrically connected to one power line 
of the power lines during a second period in which the supplying of the driving 
current or the driving voltage to the electro-optical element is carried out as 
claimed in Claim 24. 



The prior arts fails to teach a method of driving an electro-optical device, the 
method comprising: setting of the potential of the controlling terminal to the first 
voltage level including electrically connecting one of a source and a drain to the 
controlling terminal during a first period: setting the potential of the controlling 
terminal to a second voltage level by using a capacitive coupling occurring at a 
capacitive element connected to the controlling terminal, the setting of the 
potential of the controlling terminal to the second voltage level including applying 
a data voltage to the capacitive element through one data line of the data lines 
and a switching transistor; and supplying a driving current or a driving voltage to 
the electro-optical element during a second period, the source and the drain 
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being electrically disconnected from the controlling terminal of the driving 
transistor during at least part of the second period, the driving current or the 
driving voltage having a level corresponding to a conduction state of the driving 
transistor as claimed in Claim 14.
